OFF FOR OTTAWA. 

Tho Attorney Ciencral sails for 
Ottawa to-day. Ah "counsel for the 
Dominion Government" his presence 
there is supposed to be necessary in th'o 
BAKN'AnD arbitration case. AVo under- 
stand the gentleman stated yesterday 
that he would go mainly on drydock 
matters — to find out, in fact,, whether 
the Canadian dock subsidy would be 
paid as tho work progi-esses, or in a 
lump sum at the finish. It will scarcely 
be credited that notwithstanding the 
oft' repeated statements of the Govern- 
ment and their organ to the effect that 
arrangements were all perfected; that 
after tenders have been asked for more 
than two month.s, and that after a 
dozen or more firms have been put to 
great expense to prepare bids, a doubt 
still lingers in the minds of the Gov- 
ernment as to their financial ability to 
give out the contract at all! ! 1 During 
the past summer we have frequently 
stated it as our belief that the Attor- 
ney General does not intend to again 
meet the House. Indeed, were he to 
do so, having violated one of tho car- 
dinal principles of the Constitution 
Act, he would be unseated. His de- 
feat in any case is assured. Like the 
Scriptural war-horse he scents the battle 
from afar; but unlike that famed steed 
he turns his back on the impending 
fray. Mri 'WALKEa goes to Ottawa on 
an office-hunting mission, and 'will not 
meet the House again — if he can help 
it 

McKENZTE -vs. '^THE CITY COR- 
PORATION. 

This long-pending contest formed the 
subject of lengthy judgments by tho 
Judges of the Supreme -Court yester- 
day. Mr, Justice Gray delivered tho 
first judgtiient, which proposed to 
award plaintiff a sum of money about 
$160 less in amount than the judg- 
ments of tho Chief Justice and Mr. 
Justice Crease, who agreed to award 
the plaintiff $600, thus reducing by 
about one-half the verdict of the jury 
that tried the case last summer. Should 
the plaintiff accept this sum it will ba 
paid by the' city; in case of declension 
there will bo a now trial. May wo not 
venture to express a hope that the 
judgments delivered yesterday Avill 
prove the end of a long and expensive 
course of litigation?

Serjeant Cos and Fsyoholosr* 

To the Editor of Tiik Coloxist: — 
Sir, — In your Christmas paiier is a no- 
tice of the sudden death in London last 
November of a busy and variously use- 
ful man- of note, Edward "W. Cox. 
Neither in your sliect, nor in old coun- 
try papers, I have so far seen, is men- 
tion made that tho departed Serjeant 
(at law) Cox held the position of Presi- 
dent of the Psychological Society of 
Great Britain.^-(,;. 

In his presidential address of Nov. 
7th, 1878, now before me, Mr. Cox re- 
stated Society's definition of the 
term P.sj-chology to be the investigation 
"of the forces by which tho moclianisui 
of nmn is moved and directetL" 

As, to many in the.^ wide,, cU'clo of 
your readers, Christinas ^ wcolc is not 
onl)' a time of reasonable and becomiug 
festivity; but also a season of solenin 
thought, 1 give the following extract 
from ono of tlie closing paragrajih.s of 
the already referred to address of the 
late Mr. Cox : — 

"Psychology offers to those who pur- 
sue it in tho large and liberal spirit 
which I have ventured to commend to 
your favor a yet higher and holier plea- 
sure. When the conviction has come 
to him, not by authority and dogma, 
but by the positive evidence of fact.n 
and phenomena, that there is a soul in 
man, the p.sychologist learns to see a 
soul in nature. The proofs of it are 
patent to him. Ho Cuds its presence 
about him everywhere, under-lying all 
substance, explaining many . mysteries, 
and solving a multitude of problems, 
•wholly insoliible by materialism. To 
tho psychologist tho universe wears a 
new aspect ; this world has for him a 
new meaning ; nature, new teachings ; 
life, a new mission; duty, a loftier aim. 
He contemplates a nobler present, and 
h«pes confidently for a greater future. 
AS HE marks tiif: preseht he know.s 

THAT IIK WILL MOULD THAT FUTURE. 

llo asks himself if it be not possible, 
nay ])robable, that if there be a soul ia 
man and a soul in nature — a present 
Deit.-, in fact — what is to us the ma- 
terial nni verse, constructed, aa the 
scientists assert, of molecules, may be 
the surging up, as it \yere, in those in- 
finitely various material forms, but 
true to a few types, of a universe of 
soul permeating and underlying the 
molecular structure of which it is only 
the pei'csptiblo embodiment, that is 
forever changing its shape, but remains 
the same in substance still 1" 

Psychologists of tlie United King- 
dom hold friendly controversy, the 
world over, with those narrow-minded 
scientists whose self-conceit outruns 
their discretion. Tliey also combat the 
peculiar views of secularists of overr 
degree of knowledge and unbelief. 
While regarding as facts the well- 
proven phenomena of ancient and mod- 
ern spiritualism, the psycholSgists sus- 
pend judgment as to their origin, un- 
certain yet, whether they be the doings 
and " cantrips " of men and women now 
in another stage' of being, or a partial 
unfoldment or evolution of a yet un- 
fathomed depth of mysterious enough 
mundane human nature. The able and 
eloquent address, so incompletely quoted 
from, closea with the much admired bit 
of words worth beginning, "For I have 
lenr)\ed to look on Nature," But fear- 
ing to longer trespass on your spaco I 
prefer to end with two pithier and 
much more hackneyed lines fromi Pope : 

"All are but p.n-t8 of ono stupendous whole, 
Whose bcdy Nutiu-o ii nnd God the houI." 

Would that this quotation were still 
mere hackneyed.

Tho fire engines arrived and 
after some delay from lack of water tho 
fire was brought under control. Witness 
remained and watched tho burning rick 
the next day and at dark ho was accosted 
by tho boy LaPlante, who suddenly made 
his nppo.araiico and obaorveil that it was 
dangerous to leave the lire burning all 
night for fear the wind might spring up. 
LePlanto olTorod to stay and watch if 
witness wotdd allow him to go and get a 
companion to stay with him. Witness 
consented and LePlanto thou went off 
antl returned with the prisoner. Witness 
paid tho boys ^il.nO and gave tlieni tea, 
bread and apples. They remained during 
tho night and watched tho rick whilst it 
burned out. 

John LePlante was thou put in tho 
witncss-boi. Ho teslified that Taylor 
came to him and asked him if ho wished 
to have any fun. Witness applied in the 
aflirniative .-ind Taylor then asked him if 
he would come to j\Ir. Trutch 's haystack 
and Set it on fire whilst a ball was going 
on at Beacon Hill hotel, so that all the 
fellows would come.iway from the ball to 
the file. WitnoHS and Taylor then pro- 
ft'L'dtil (•> the haystack and the former 
took. snme inatehe.s from Ilia pocket, but 
they would not light. Witness then took 
his own matches and struck them and set 
fire to the stack. Taylor took some liay 
and stopped up the hole where the fire 
was set. Then they left for town and 
when tliey got to Anderson's grocery on 
Fort street they heard the firc-liells ring 
and returned witii the engines. 

The prisoner m.-ide a statement to tliu 
effect tliat LePlanto asked him if ha would 
go with him and set Mr. Trutch's hay- 
stack on lire. He consented and they 
both went. LePlanto took tho matches 
out of his pocket aiul asked the prisoner 
if he would set it on lire. Prisoner said 
"no," and LoPlante then jumped over 
the fence and did it himself. 

His Honor committed tho prisoner for 
trial. On a charge of stealing the gun 
and watch from the premises of Mr. 
^^'ard, lleacon Hill, tho prisoner was also 
committed [ov trial, the evidence adduced 
being similar to that in tho clmrgo against 
liDPlante, who was committed and .sen- 
tenced to three years' imprisonment.

Monday, Dec. 29. 

McKenzie vs. the Coqioration of Vic- 
toria—Mr. Justice Gray stated that there 
being a difference of opinion on tho Bench 
respecting this case, it became his duty 
to deliver judgment first, which he pro- 
ceeded to do. Tho reading of the judg- 
ment lasted nearly three-quarters of an 
hour, and was listened to with gr«at in- 
terest by a crowded court-room. The 
case was ono of damages, in which tho 
plaintifl" sued tho Victoria City _ Coi'pora- 
tion to recover damages to growing crops, 
etc., wluch it was claimod resulted from 
the passage of the city water main tlirough 
plaintiff's laud. Tho case was tried before 
tho Court and the Jury rendered a Tor- 
diot of §1200. This verdict was appeal- 
ed by the city as excessive to the full 
bench. Mr. Justice Gray quoted copiously 
from tho Water Works Act and reviewed 
tho finding of arbitrators who awarded 
plaintiff tho sum of ?475 in August last. 
The learned judge after allowance for in- 
terest and adding tho sum of ^150 paid 
into court by tho defendants, decided that 
th« plaintifl' was entitled to tho sum of 
5449.79. If this decision was not accepted, 
then a new trial. 

Mr. Justice Crease next road his judg- 
ment, reviewing the sections of the Act 
and tho facta adduced at tho trial with 
great clearness. Ho decided that the 
verdict wss excessive and should bo re- 
duced to §600, or that a new trial be 
ordered. 

The Chief Justice concurred with Mr. 
Justice Crease in believing the verdict ox- 

cessivo. His lordship held that the plain- 
tiff' was ontitleil to consequential damages 
in conaequenco of tho acts of the defend- 
ants, and wont copiously into authorities 
which bore on the case. His judgment 
was for ^00 or a new trial.

were unanimously of opinion should be 
referred back to Mr. Justice Crease. 

Mr. 'Hieo. Davie in support of rule; Mr. 
Drake opposed. 

Fulton v.H. Derb;; — Defentlant was dis- 
charged from custody; plaintiff to pay his 
own costs of tho motion; and defendant 
to pay costs in the cause.

Mr. Justice CroRsc, addressing the 
Grand Jifry, said that there was only 
one case to cume before the body, tliat 
against a boy named Leplant for robbery 
from a liouse. The Grand Jury retirad, 
returning in a few minutes with a true 
bill. 

The Chinese murder and arson case 
was continued till next assizes. 

The trial of the case of Regi.na I.,e 
Fook, assault, was set for Tuesday. 

John LePlante was then. arraigned on 
an indictment in wliich lie was charged 
with stealing a gun and a watch from the 
residence of Mr. Ward, Beacon Hill. The 
prisoner pleaded guilty and was sentenced 
to three years' imprisonment.

The social held last evening at the In- 
dian Mission Church situate on Herald 
street was numerously attended, amongst 
those present being many citiions who 
have over evinced a lively interest in 
works calcidated to civilize the native 
taibcs of the Province. After the boun- 
teous Biipply of cakes, pies and tea had 
been liberally discussed the Rev. Mi*. 
Pollard, who occupied the chair, off'ered a 
fow very appropriate introductory remarks 
and then called on Mr. W. McKay, ono 
of the prime movers in the mission work, 
to address the audience. Mr. McKay, in 
response, made an eloquent speech in 
which ho described the very satisfac- 
tory progress made in tho mission since 
it was started just ton years ago. Ho 
was followed by l\Ir. Jas. E. McMillan 
who also made a very interesting speech, 
descriptive of the Indians in early days, 
their tribal fouds and their depraved con- 
dition. He was glad to state that the 
mission, under whoso auspices tho social 
was hold, had greatly improved the con- 
dition of tho natives and ho was pleased 
to observe that there were representatives 
present from every tribe in the Province. 
He alluded to the benefits rasulting from 
the propogation of the Gospel and re- 
marked that it would do tho hearts of 
white people good to witness tho spirit of 
devotion amongst the Indians who had 
been converted. After a few words 
from Mr. M. Humber fervent and 
eloquent addresses wore delivered 
by Rev. Mr. Roid, of the First Pres- 
byterian Church, and Rev. Mr. Smith of 
the Wcsloyan Church. During tho evening 
vocal selections were excellently rendero(l 
by tho choir belonging to the church, and 
at the request of the Chairman one hymn 
was sung in ' tlic native language. The 
singing was highly creditable. The social 
terminated with the doxology and bene- 
diction, after which turkeys, all ready for 
the table, wore aiictionetl oft' by Mr. 
Jewell, the ])rocoed3 being devoted to tliu 
Sunday School in connection with the 
church.

Bombay, Dec. 24. — Yesterday a 
small column of infantry cleared tho 
closed coimtry between the Shirpur 
and Cabul. This action has restored 
confidence in the city, where tho people 
are mostly with us. Were it necessaiy 
to save them, Gen. Roberts says he 
would attack the enemy immediately. 
If no opportunity to strike a blovr of- 
fers before Gen. Gough arrives Gen. 
Roberts will make an attack the day 
following lii.s arrival. A dispatch from 
Cabul says the first uiovo of Ceu. Rob- 
erts will be to eject the enemy from 
Ballaliizar anil the city. This effected 
the troops may be spared for defensive 
efforts during the -winter. It is possi-^ 
ble that the combination is not nation- 
al, but feebly religious, and will col- 
lapse from irresolution. Tho combina- 
tion has within the last few days ap- 
parently lost much strength.

— A private letter 
to a British' '361dier in Cabul states 
that one 6f) Yakoob Khan's generals 
told Sir IVcderick Roberts that Ya- 
koob Khan himself signed the death 
warrant of the embaasy, and ordered 
the bodif.s of the murdered moiv to be 
dragged through the streets of Cabul.

.successful attempt to tow another boat 
containing two men. The crew of the 
steamer when the _boats . .left , . were 
building rafts. The" wind" W'"' t^^on 
blowing a gale It i« asserted -at the 
oftice of tho agents that" the captain 
did his duty manfully. 

SUnVIVORS PICKED UP AT SEA, 

London, Dee 25. — The bark Falda 
has ari'ived at Liverpool with, five 
Spaniards, who were saved from the 
Borussia. Owing to their inability to 
speak English it is difficult to get from 
them a connected narrative of the ter- 
rible hardships they luvva undergone. 
Their boat, before it left the Borussia, 
contained, besides tbo Spaniards, tho 
mate and three women, but no sooner 
was the boat lowered than it was part- 
ly stove by knocking against the 
steamer. The male and women ac- 
cordingly returned to the wreck, but 
the Spaniards partly stopped the hole 
in the boat with clothes, and their rope 
breaking they were cast from tno 
steamer. They had some jirovisions 
but none of them knew anything of 
seamanship. For five clays and six 
nights they were tossed about, suflbr- 
ing terribly, when they were observed 
by the bark. They know, nothing of 
the fate of the Borussia. 

Tin: THIRD officer's story. 

London, Dec. 25. — In his statement 
the third officer of the Borussia say.s 
thai; after a large boat containing 20 
Spaniards and mate's boat containing 
1 3 persons had left the Borussia a life 
boat containing two stewards ,of the 
steamer, got adrift He was sent after 
this boat by the captain and took charge 
of it, taking his own boat in which five 
men were left, in tow, but the boat was 
Bwamped and all on board were drown- 
ed. The third oi&cer endeavored to 
again reach the Borussia, wliich was 
fast sinking, -but was unable to, make 
headway against the wind. He was 
ultimately compelled to abandon the 
attempt and run before the wind. At 
tho time this occurred there were then 
three boats with the Borussia.

WHEREAS, IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
mako provision for tho Election of a 
Mayor and Municipal Councillors for the 
City of .Victowftior.tho year 1880. 

Be it theebfokB enacted by tho Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria, as follows:— 

1. Tho Election of a Mayor and Coun- 
cillors for the City of Victoria, for the 
year 1880, shall take place on the second 
Monday in the month of : January, - 1880, 
and such election sfialL: commence at 12, 
o'clock, noon. ' ; ' ; 

2. Tho nomination of Candidates' for 
tho respective offices of Mayor ahtf Conn- 
cillors for the said City shall take place at 
tho now City Hall, Douglas street. 

3. The Eotuming Ofliccr of Yates Street 
Ward slxall, on . the: second . Monday in 
January, 1880, afc noon i '; nominate sucli 
persons as shall bo put in nomination in 
that behalf by some duly qualified voter 
as candidates for tho said offices, as tho 
case may bo. A show of hands shall then 
tako place, and the said Eetuniing Officer 
shall thoroupou declare which of tho can- 
didates for tlio said offices 1ms or have 
been elected by tho show of hands^ - 

4. In caso a poll bo duly demanded at 
tho election of a Mayor, tho vute of tlie 
electors shall be taken on tlio following 
day, at tho now City Hall, Douglas street, 
in tiio said City of Victoria, and the said 
IKiU shall bo opon at 10 o'clock A. M. and 
close at 4 o'clock p. m. 

5. In. case a poll sliall be duly demand- 
ed at the election of Oouncilloi-s for any 
Ward in tho said City of Victoria, tho 
vote of tho electors entitled to vote in such 
Ward shall bo taken on tho day following 
tho nomination nt tho following jilaccs, 
that is to s.ay: In Johnson Street Ward, 
at the new City Hall, Douglas street, in 
the said, Ci^; . in Yates Street Ward, at 
the Police Barracks, Bastion street, in tho 
said City; in James Bay Ward, at the old 
Council Ohambora, Government street, in 
tho said City; and the said poll shall bo 
opened at 10 o'clock a. m. and closed at 4 
o clock P. ai. 

6. In caso of a poll at an election for 
Mayor or Oottncillors.the votes shall be 
given by ballot. 

7. The ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper [in this By-law called n bal- 
lot p.aporj showing the names and occupa- 
tions of tho candidates for the office of 
Counciilor. In Yates Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot paper, there shall 
be an. additional ballot paper sUqwingtlie 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
fertile office of Mayor; each ballot paper 
shall have a number printed on the back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
the same number printed on tho face. At 
the time of voting tho ballot p.apor shall 
bo marked on both sides with an official 
mark and delivered to the voter vitliin 
tho polling station, and tlio number of 
such voter on the Ecgistcr or List of Jfn- 
nicipal Voters shall be marked on the 
counterfoil, and tlic voter, having secretly 
marked his vote on the paper and folded 
it up BO as to conceal his vote, shall place 
it in a closed box in the presence of the 
Officer presiding at the polling station 
after having shown to him the oAieial mark 
on the back. 

8. Any ballot paper which ha.s not on 
the back tho official mark, or on which 
votes aro given to more candidates than 
the voter is entitled to voto for, or on 
which anything except tho said number 
on the back is written or marked by 
which tho vote can bo identified, shall be 
void and not counted. 

9. After tho close of the poll, the ballot 
boxes shall bo closed up so as to prevent 
the insertion of additional ballot papers 
and shall Be taken charge of by the Ee- 
turning Oflicor for Yates Street Ward and 
that oflicer shall, in the piesenco cf such 
of the candidates as may be in nttendancc 
or their agents, and of the Returning 
Ofiicer, opon tho ballot boxes at the new 
Council Chambers, Douglas street, in tho 
said City, and ascertain the result of tho 
poll by counting tho votes given to each 
candidate, and shall forthwith declare to 
bo elected tho candidate.i or candidate to 
whom tho majority of votes have been 
given. 

10. Where an eq.uality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidates at an elec- 
tion, and the addition of a vote vould 
entitle any of such candidates to bo de- 
clared elected, tho Beturning Officer shall 
give such additional voto, bat shall not, 
in any other caso, bo ontitlod to vote at 
an election for which ho is Roturning 
Officer. 

11. And for the purpose of regulating 
the mode of procedure at such election; 
and of conducting. the said polls, section 
one of tho By-Law entitled "A By-Law to 
regulato tho election of a Mayor and 
Councillors for the city of Victoria in tho 
year 1875," Commencing: If any candi- 
date nominated during the time appoint- 
ed, etc., together witli all tho subsequent 
sections of tho said By-law and tho sohc- 
dulo thereto appended aro hereby incor- 
porated with this By-law and shall be 
read together with this By-Law as if tho 
same had boon re-enacted, word for word, 
herein and hereby. 

Tliis By-Law may be cited for all pur- 
poses as "Tho Municipal Elections By- 
Law, 1880. " Passed tho Council Decem- 
ber 24th, 1879.
